quarter, and its conservation was essential, 
For those reasons, therefore, Mr, Cham- 
berlain announced that the Government 
would have nothing. to do with.a levy. on 
war wealth: The excess profits duty, on 
the other hand, would. continue to be 
imposed, and for this year it would stand 
at 60’ per cent. The war wealth levy had 
been tested and discarded; therefore, the 
duty on excess profits of necessity would 
remain. in force for a longer space of time 
than had been contemplated; In other 
words, it may come to occupy a permanent 
place in the fiscal programme of the 
Treasury. 

Business men throughout the Kingdom 
“will welcome the final abandonment of this 
idea. There is no doubt that gfeat 
fortunes were amassed in consequence of 
the war, and that morally their confisea- 
tion by the State would be a very desir- 
able thing. In this case, however, 
morality is not the determining factor. 
A war levy would be bad business, 
and for that reason it cannot be im- 
posed. The war destroyed an enormous 
amount of wealth. It found Europe at 
the zenith of an era of forty-four years 
of intensive economic progress. Between 
the Franco-Prussian and the recent wars 
international finance had developed to a 
remarkable extent. London had become 
world’s clearing-house, and the 
| limited amount of fluid capital in the 
world flowed through the international 
channels so rapidly that the mazimum 
benefits were secured. The 
wrecked. the delicate machinery 
of world trade. It consumed the 
wealth which enterprise had amassed. 


| It ruined railways, sank ‘ships, paralysed 


production, and clogged the channels of 
capital. Now Europe stands on the 
threshold of a new era, and many experts 
are of the opinion that the next fifty 
years will surpass all former periods in 
intensity of economic development, Oil | 
and air have discovered new possibilities 
for transport. New areas of production 
are being explored with feverish zeal. 
Competition is becoming keener than ‘ever 
it was before. More and more countries 
are entering the arena of industria] strife. 
In the immediate future the world demand 
for capital will be enormous. Cries for 
capital are heard from every country im 
the world, and. despite the insularity of 
Great Britain, the war has taught us that we 
must think in terms of world conditions. 
London must re-establish her title to the 
world’s financial centre, and, above all, 
security must be restored at home in order 
that our economic stability may create 
confidence abroad. 

The restoration of security can only be 
achieved through the agency of the 
Government. AA prominent. banker de- 
clared recently that the deflation of 
the currency and the reduction of 
the national debt, admirable measures 
in themselves, constituted a negative! 
| policy which was unsuited to the needs 
We agree; 
but until the negative policy is put into 
effect the greater and positive policy of 
economic development cannot be success- 
| ful. If the Government would pursue a 
| policy of rigid economy, all would be well. 
While it squanders money, however, in- 
dividuals cannot be expected to stint 
good, We 
How is 
our money being spent? The country has 
been saddled with a huge bureaucracy 
which is eating into our capital. 
Apparently no serious attempt has been 
made to get rid of it, and leisured officials 
continue to draw large salaries from the 
public purse. The rejection of the proposal 
to impose a war levy was a stp in the right 
direction; but will the Government con- 
tinue to tread its new path, or does it 
think that it has come to its journey’s 
end? Its next step should be to abolish 
the excess profits duty. It, too, inter- 
feres with the normal processes of capital, 
and, although few question its expediency 
as an emergency measure, no one will be 
found to approve of its continuance for 
one moment longer than is essential. 
As a start Mr. Chamberlain might 
re-read his Civil Service Estimates. Then, 
perhaps, he might set about the careening 
of Whitehall, with a view to the, removal 
of its barnacles.

Irish Railways. 


What is to be the fate of the Irish rail- 
ways? We have asked this question 
frequently, but every new day makes more 
urgent the need of a plain answer. Our 
railways will be returned to their owners 
by the State in August of next year. 
The war and the Government's policy 
towards Labour have saddled them with 
terrific wages bills. For six years the 
Irish’ railway worker has shared every ad- 
vance with his English colleague. In 
January the English railways. calculated 
that the fifty per cent. increase of goods 
rates would put them on a sound footing. 
Since that time further increases of wages 
and the higher cost of coal have added 
some twenty-one millions to their annual 
outlay. Accordingly they contemplate a 
further raising of passenger and goods 
charges. If the Irish railways are re- 
stored. to their proprietors without any 
recognition of the State’s liability to them, 
they wiil be immediately bankrupt. They 
willbe able to pay their wages bills only 
by faising their rates to a prohibitive 
standard—which would mean certain ruin 
for them and for every branch of national 
industry.. The Irish companies appear to 
be still wholly in the dark concerning the | 
Gévernment’s intentions. Surely they 
ought to be told, without further delay, 
what it proposes to do? The present position 
is dangerously artificial. If weshould have
